BALINESE GAMELAN ENSEMBLE 
ANNETTE SANGER, DIRECTOR 


GAMBANG SULING 

Traditional 

A central Javanese melody is the basis for 
this piece which has been arranged in a 
Balinese style. The suling is the bamboo 
flute, featured in the slow sections. 


TABUH TELU SEKAR GADUNG 
Traditional 

A piece from the traditional ceremonial 
repertoire which might typically be played 
during a temple ceremony. Following a 
florid introduction on the trompong (gong 
chime set), the piece is in three contrasting 
sections: kawitan, pengawak, pengecet 
(fast, slow, fast). 


LEGOD BAWA 

Traditional, arranged by the group 

A tune accompanying sad characters in 
dance-dramas which has been arranged 
collectively by members of the group, 
much like the compositional process in 
Bali. 


FALSE INFORMATION 

Niamh Ni Shé 

A new composition by one of our mem- 
bers. The name reflects the irony that the 
composer is from Ireland, studying 
gamelan from Bali in Canada. 


LIYAR SAMAS 

I Wayan Lotring (1898-1983) 

Though based on traditional forms and 
instrumentation, this is an example of 

a composed piece in free-form style where 
cyclical sections are juxtaposed 

with fast, rhythmic, unison passages. I 
Lotring is one of Bali’s best-known 

and most prolific composers. 


JAPANESE DRUMMING ENSEMBLE 
KIYOSHI NAGATA, DIRECTOR 


MIYAKE DAIKO 

Traditional 

Performed by Kieran Adams, Katherine 
Bates, Ernesto Cervini, Christina Hough, 
Christa Mercey, Niamh Ni Shi, Mai 
Yoshioka. From Miyake Island, one of the 
Seven Islands of Izu, this exciting piece is 
an example of “southern” style of drum- 
ming with syncopated rhythms. The 
Miyake drum is set horizontally low to the 
ground and requires an unusual and 
strenuous drumming position. 


RENSHU DAIKO 

Literally meaning ‘practise drumming’ this 
piece consists of five basic taiko patterns 
played both in unison and at different 
starting points. 


FUTTEN 

(literally “boiling point’) composed by 
Yoshikazu Fujimoto of Kodo. This song is 
based on the traditional improvised style 
of drumming found in the Mikuni area, 
Fukui Prefecture. 


YATAI BAYASHI 

Traditional 

Every year on December 3" in Saitama 
Prefecture in an area known as Chichibu, 
an all night festival is held which features 
richly decorated two-storey carts (Yatai) 
pulled from village to village. The people 
hauling the Yatai are urged on by the 
beating of the taiko, concealed within the 
first storey of the carts. 


OGI MATSURI DAIKO (literally 
‘Festival Music of Ogi town’), traditional 
Ogi is a small port town located on the 
southern part of Sado Island in Niigata 
Prefecture. The local villagers play this 


piece throughout Ogi town every August 
on taiko attached to large mobile carts. 


AFRICAN DRUMMING ENSEMBLE 
FRED KWASI DUNYO, DIRECTOR 


GAHU 

A recreational or social dance originating 
from Nigeria. In Nigeria it is called 
Kokosawa. The Ewe people from the 
Southeast part of Ghana went to Nigeria 
and renamed it Gahu (meaning expensive 
dance). It is expensive because of the cost 
of the costumes used in performing the 
dance. Gahu is performed in a circle. 


TOKOE 


A creative dance derived from the original 


social or recreational Tokoe performed by 


the Tongu and Mafi Ewe tribes of the Volta 


Region of Ghana. 


GOTA 

It is a recreational dance and music for 
teenagers entering into adulthood, and an 
initiation dance bringing the boys and girls 
together. 


BAMBAYA 

Bambaya is a recreational dance from the 
North of Ghana. It is performed by 
teenagers to celebrate the harvest. The 
movements for Bambaya are focused on 
the waist. Colourful skirts and pointed hats 
made of animal hide are worn by both men 
and women. Fans are carried for this 
dance. The drums are brekete and dondo.
